Olga and Cossacks burst into room, then stop in their 
tracks, transfixed by the glorious ‘sight of the 
silver Schimitar.

throne of Bessarovian Cossacks. 


CLOSE ON OLGA AND SCIMITAR jie 


OLGA 
By me -- Queen Olga, legitimate 
ruler of Bessarovian Cossacks. 


WIDER ANGLE i? 
Egghead hurries INTO SHOT, 


EGGHEAD 
(breathless ) 
You could at least let me have a 
horse, Olga. I can't keep up with 
you. I'm eggshausted! xX 
OLGA 
(contemptuously) 
Only Bessarovian Cossacks are 
riding horses. All others are 
having burros. 


EGGHEAD 
Ali right, all right. Just 
remember our bargain. 


OLGA 
I am remembering: Silver Scimitar 
for me, golden egg for you. I am 
ready. 


She grasps the hilt of the Scimitar with both hands and 
begins to tug. 


CLOSE SHOT - EGGHEAD BS: 


Leaning over the golden egg, he takes out a small VIAL OF 
ACID (prominently marked: EGG OF OGG ACID!) and pours X 
a few drops on the egg at the point where the sword 

blade enters it. WE HEAR a faint HISSSSS.

And I am possessor of the solid 
gold Ege of Oge. 

(looks around 

nervously, 
And now let's depart -~ fast -- 
before the Gotham City cops arrive. 


OLGA 
. (contemptuous)

. EGGHEAD 
Fine, fine, but let's get out of - 
here anyway. 


Olga leads her Cossacks out of the room, followed by 
Egghead carrying his ‘huge gold egg in both arms .

The Guard is still pinned to the wall. Olga and Cossacks 
emerge from the Museum and move past him. Then Egghead 
passes with the gold ege. 


GUARD

WE HEAR the THUNDERING HOOFBEATS of the departing. Cossacks, 
then the CLOP-CLOP-CLOP of Egghead's. burro. 


BATE SPIN: TO: 
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INT. COMMISSIONER GORDON'S OFFICE - DAY 


COMMISSIONER GORDON on Regular Phone at his desk, 
CHIEF O'HARA at his elbow. 


COMMISSIONER GORDON 
What?! The Bulbul Scimitar and the 
Egg of Ogg?! Egghead and who?! A 
woman he called’ Olga?! And a band 
of Cossacks?! Bessarovian Cossacks?! 
- (beat) 
All right, we'll get on it at once. 


He hangs up, Chief O'Hara ANGLED IN.

(reading from cards) 
The Lo Hung Company, makers of egg 
drop soup, and the Canes Candy 
Company, manufacturers of chocolate 
Easter eggs. That's the last of 
them, Robin. We've alerted every 
company in Gotham City that's even 
remotely connected with eggs. 


ROBIN 
Do you think Olga and Egghead might 
be planning some crime that's not 
connected with eggs, Batman?
